WHAT IS A 
TITLE ABSTRACT 

Have you ever wondered 
What, a lawyer or realtor 
means when he speaks of an 
"abstract of title"? General: 
ly' stated, an abstract of title 
is a summary of all the 
transactions, such us sales or 
mortgages, which have taken 
place concerning a particular 
piece .of land since it 'has 
been privately owned, 

The history of a given 
piece of. land can be studied 
by looking at the' entries' in 
the abstract. Many of these 
entries . describe deeds con- 
veying' the land or any part 
of it, together with a ref- 
erence to the book and 
page in the County Record- 
er's office where a copy of 
the actual deed can ' be 
found. ' - 

The abseract will also 
contain a note of the death 
of any owner of the land 
and a reference to the pro- 
ceedings in the deceased's 
estate. It concisely explains 
any provision or the deceas- 
ed's will involving the land, 
or if there is no will, ihe 
names of known heirs 'are 
lislciir - ~ — 

Similarly; the abstract 
shows mortgage or tax fore- 
closure proceedings relating 
to the property, and the 
bankruptcy of an ownr. All 
proceedings having to. do 
with that: particular piece of 
land, since it was first ceded 
from _the _Un ited_S t jitcs^ Gov- 
eminent, are listed in an un- 
broken chain in the abstract. 
Who Compiles Abstracts? 

Almost all information in 
an abstract is obtained from 
local records. The law re- 
quires tlral deeds and mort- 
gages be filed for record in 
the County Recorder's Office 
and all estate, foreclosure 
and .bankmplcy_: proceeding s 
are similarly written in coun- 
ty records. 

BUt when, you want to buy 
a certain lot or .land~and I lie 
seller wants to show you .{he 
can give a good title, instead 
of spending several (lays 
floundering thro u g h old 
county records Jie goes to 
the -local-abstractor-,- He-con":. 
Unties the old abstract or 
prepares a new one from 
the beginning if the seller 
does not have one. For a 
fee based on the number ol 
items involved, the abstrac- 
tor will review the county 
records and furnish the sell- 
er with ah up-to-date "book" 
or abstract showing the his- 
tory of the title to the prop-' 
.erty in 'question. 

Evaluation of Abstracts 
Buyers must realize, how- 
ever'thot merely because the 
the seller has a current ab- 
stract which shows transfer 
to hiin, this is far frouuidc- 
puate proof of clear' title. 
The important and technical 
task of evaluating abstract 
entries must be done by le- 
gal counsel, who Is able to 
decide whether the seller's 
"title" is good and free irom 
defects.

Publicity in newspapers, 
radio and television in recent 
years has drawn considerable 
attention to' the phrase 
"Taking the 5th Amendment" 
bji witnesses appearing in 
court or before legislative 
committees. 

Most of our citizens are 
well aware of .the Federal 
Constitutional tight provided 
i n the Oth . Amendment 
whereby w person may not 
be'-forced to give evidence 
against himself if it wilUeiul 
to incriminate him. Few peo- 
p!e. however, - are aware 
of the many ramifications of 
that provision, . as demon- 
strated by many cases deckl- 
ed before bur courts. 

Like many of our other 
laws this privilege came into 
our Constitution in 1791 from 
English law.

"After subtracting ail out- 
standing warrants as of Janu- 
ary 31, 1900, we had a total, 
surplus In all the General 
Revenue Funds Including 
Common School and' Welfare 
of $100,348,276, an increase 
of more than a million dollars 
over the $98,905,713 balance 
iit the end ,6f December," 
Scott said. .' ■ . "• , 

"In addition the General 
Road Fund balance, was 
$32,585,236 on January 3i; 
1906, as compared to $24,- 
505,032 on December 31, 
1905 or an increase of over 
eight million dollars," Scott 
continued, "Last year at the 
end of January the State had 
only $21 V 155,807 in the Road 
Fund." Scott added. 

"Common School Fund bal- 
ance as of January 31, 1006 
was $21,207,066 "or" an in- 
crease of more than two mil- 
lion dollars over the Decem- 
ber 31, 1965 balance of 
$18,930,107. A year ago at 
this time we only' had $17.^ 
670,159 in the Road Fund," 
Scott slated.

titled to one $1100 exemplioh 
on Federal income tax re- 
turns for 1005 for each de- 
pendent child they have. -The 
Internal Revenue explains 
Ih ui in lax ">hiw. the term 
"child" includes a step-child, 
a legally adopted child, or a 
child' placed by an authorized 
agency in the taxpayer's 
home for legaj. adoption. 

The child must usually' be 



a citizen or resident of the 
United Stales, or a resident 
of Canada. Mexico, Panama, 
nrtheCanal/one to-quulify 
as a dependent ,1'or tax pur- 
poses. 

The general rule is that 
a child must have had less 
than S000 income for the 
year to be a dependent. 
However, if the child was un- 
der 10 years of age, or n 
Tull-iime student during some 
part of 5. months of Hie year, 
the parents may claim bis 
exemption if theey eprovided 
more than one-half of the 
child's support, even though 
the child had income of $000 
or more. 

In determining whether an 
individual is a dependent, 
compare Ihe amount of sup- 
port, he receives with Hie en- 
tire amount of support which 
the individual received from 
all other sources, including 
support provided by the in- 
dividual's own funds. Par- 
ents eannol claim Ihe exemp- 
tion if lh» child was married 
and! filed a joint return With 
his or her spouse.
